GIBRALTAR, Aug. 9.—The French 


'steamer Emir foundered today five 
miles east of Tarifa, Spain, in the 
Straits 
og 
Gibraltar. 
Ninety-five 


persons were drowned. 


The ship sailed from here at 
3 


o'clock this morning for a Moroccan 
port. 
An hour later, in a dense fog, 


she collided with the British, steamer 
Silverton, bound from Newport, Eng- 
land, for Taranto, Italy. 


The crew of tne latter rescued 27 


of the Emir's crew and passengers. 
The Silverton later put in here with 
her starboard bow saove in and her 
forepeak full of water. 


The Emir floated only a few min- 
utes after the collision. Seventy-olio 
passengers and 24 or the crew went 
down with the ship. 
Twelve of the 


crew and 15 passengers were saved. 
All of the passengers were French. . 
The Emir was a vessel of 1219 tons, 
and was owned at M arseilles by the 
Compagne de Navigation Mixte.

•sympathy for them is expressed. , As 
soon as -word of Gates' death had been 
cabled to America messages.of ..condolence, 
began to arrive from -friends ana business 
associates in the United -States and else- 
where'; AH' arrangementsy'for the,,'dls- 
positipn of the body 'have" been made" by 
Harry St. . Francis Black, president of 
the United State's Realty and irhprove'- 
ment Company 
of 
New York. Black 
said: 


WISHED TO LIVE. 


"Mr. Gates loved life and said that he 
wished to live. He wanted to do things 
In life. Our people had an interest in his 
picturesque personality, but they may not 
have perceived his strength, of mind as 
those who served on directory boards 
with him. He was frequently spoken of 
as a 'pjunger,' but his •. operations were 
always founded on wonderful studies in 
figures. Wall street, will not see his like 
again for some time." 
Black said that the death of Mr.' Gates 
ought not to affect th'e stock market 
much, because the financier had not -op- 
erated actively of late, but had conserv- 
atively placed his fortune largely in sub- 
stantial securities. Some of those here 
who were •• near Gates estimate that his 
estate -will be found to be nearer $40,- 
OO'O.OOO. than 530,00.0,0.00. . .

CLARK REFUTES CHARGES 


BROUGHT BY HIS WIFE 


Alamedan Tells Court Relations With Mrs. 


Florence Robinson Were as Physician 


and Nurse 


Two weeks after his. arrival in Paris he 
suffered from pains in the throat arid was 
reported to have undergone several opera- 
tions for this trouble. ; Relief was afford- 
ed, but later it was stated by his physi- 
cians that poisons from the throat ab- 
cesses had affected the kidneys, resulting 
in serious complications. Soon afterward 
it became known that the financier^ wars 
seriously ill. 


On' July 6 his son, Charles G-. Gates, 


left New York hurriedly and arrived at 
his father's bedside; at a time when the 
sickness was believed to be approaching 
a' fatal termination.:! The. disease, 'how- 
ever,: was /checked by -Dr. Gro's and .his" 
'associates, including -Dr. J. "R. 'Ryan, a 
speclalist-fronvLondon. 
• ' ' 


-From'theri-on"the daily bulletins- issued 
by the doctors alternately gave hope and 
despair to the friends of "the sick man. 
At one time it was .widely reported that 
.Gates , had died. This followed a pro- 
;nounced~'"sinking spell, from which he 
later rallied, his fighting spirit coming'to 
his aid at a critical moment. The con- 
gestion of the kidneys was relieved, but 
later pneumonia appeared and the com- 
bination of kidney trouble and congestion 
of the lungs was too much for the'wasted 
strength of the patient. 


PHYSICIANS ENCOURAGED. 


Monday night physicians were encour- 


aged by ah improvement in the action of 
the kidneys .and a lessening of the In- 
flammation of the lungs. At. daybreak, 
however, -the congestion of the kidneys 
returned, and It was evident the end was 
near. Heart stimulants 
; were administer-" 
ed in addition to caflne, strychnine and oil 
of camphor and oxygen was freely used. 
Shortly before the end Gates lapsed 
into unconsciousness, and. his death, which 
followed ' at 5:10 o'clock, was peaceful. 
.Mrs. Gates and Charles Gates were at the 
bedside with Drs. Gros and Reeves. 
Tha official statement of the cause .of 
death was heart failure, the lungs hav- 
ing stopped their functions and smothered 
the action of the.heart. 


Mrs. Gates accompanied her husband to 


.Europe and had been with-him through- 
out his Illness. Before her marriage,she 
'was Miss Dellora B. Baker of St. Charles, 
III. In recent years they made their home 
In Now York. 


On the witness stand this morning in 


the probate department o£ the Superior 
Court, Dr. J. Emmett Clark entertained 
Judge John Ellsworth and a large au- 
dience, of spectators with a practical illus- 
tration of how an aurist treats an ab- 
cess of the ear. Producing a surgeon's 
hand satchel, he took therefrom and-laid 
out upon one. end of the jurist's bench an 
ear specialist's adjustible reflector, and 
ear speculum and other instruments used 
in the treatment of an abscess, and then 
proceeded to show the court how he had 
once treated his alleged 
affinity, Mrs. 


Florence Robinson, for an old affection of 
the ear. Mrs. Robinson is the nurss for 
whom his wife, Ivy Mae ''Clark of Ala- 
meda, alleged the doctor deserted 
and 
abandoned her and their three 
minor 


sons, for'the guarianship of the latter 
of whom Mrs. Clark and the physician are 
now contesting. 
Tills operation, the 
doctor testified, 


took place" in th'e offjce of his home In 
Alameda and was Interrupted when his 
wife broke in upon him and gave him a 
vicious "going over" for not having-her 
present when he attended 
female pa- 
tients. 
Clark told the court that he 
tersely informed-his wife then that there- 
after she should not Interfere 
in any 
manner with his office business, telling 
her that he would not have her about the 
office and that in the future "she could 
go her way. and He would go his.'" After- 
wards, Clark testified, Mrs. Clark ' cried 
and whined'" around" until 
he had to 
promise her' that -ho would consider her 
In • his office matters, just to make It 
possible for him to remain In the house. 
Under direct examination Attorney J. 


A. Sands tried to get from. Dr. Clark a 
denial to the Innuendo contained ln_ his 
wife's petition for the guardianship of 
the children that the physician- and Mrs. 
Robinson were more to each other than 
friends',. but . a 
question designed to 


bring this out was not allowed to ba 
answered by the court, on the objection 
of Attorney B. K. Taylor, representing 
Mrs. Clark. 


ASSERTS RIGHT, 


"I have the right to show this," de- 


clared Attorney Sands, "because Mrs. 
Clark's petition charges that the doctor 
has 'harbored' this woman In hfs house. 
The Innuendo of misconduct is. there and 
we have a perfect right to refute it."

'-' 'Harbor' does not mean Illicit rela- 


tions, I submit," retorted Attorney Tay- 
lor, and Judge Ellsworth sustained him. 
Dr. Clark is charged with-having de- 


serted and abandoned his wife and chil- 
dren when he went to Sacramento -to 
locate sometime after the failure of his 
Alameda sanitarium, and wien ques- 
tioned regarding this charge he denied It 
absolutely.

HOUGHTON, Mich., .Aug. 9. — In an 


address at the quarter-centennial cele- 
bration of the Michigan College of Mines 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor Nagel 
attacked the suggestion of Judge Gary, 
chairman of the board of directors of the 
United 
States 
Steel corporation, 
that 


the general government should exercise 
Interest over the prices of commodities. 


"Yes," said Secretary Nagel in this con- 


nection, "and when the government runs 
the -whole business Gary will try to rim 
the government."

The secretary vigorously .scored aglta-. 


tion for a radical departure 
from the 


present governmental and industrial sys- 
tems of the United States. He said:. 


"It's all very -well to say 'Let the gov- 


ernment fix prices; then they 
can be 


made low enough for us,< but when we 
undertake to flx prices 
for the 
con- 


sumer, we must of necessity flx prices 
for the producer; then we must flx con- 
ditions and wages In the factory, and the 
result is the government controls every 
Industry, and when 
it controls 
it, it 


owns it." 
Secretary Nagel said a grave mistake 


was being made in approaching the cor- 
poration problem from only one side—that 
of the prosecution of the bad. He said 
some measures for'the protection of the 
good were Imperative if the commerce 
of the United States was to be kept at 
the station It has reached in the trade 
of the world.

Dr. Wiley and California Wines. 


Why California newspapers should be such blind, unreasoning 


champions of Dr. Harvey W. Wiley passes comprehension. He has 
greatly injured the wine industry of this State—not by his war upon 
spurious and imitation wines, but by his arbitrary'dictation in" the 
matter of labeling pure wines. 
. 


For instance, California vignerons are not permitted to label their 


wines as champagnes, clarets, burgundies, sauternes,. chianti, etc. 
They produce "excellent wines of all those types, but Dr. Wiley has' 
obstinately insisted that they have no right to'call their wines by 
their real names, to designate them for what they actually are. And 
he has been allowed to have his way. -In consequence vignerons 
have been compelled to quit using brands that they had made- syno- 
nyms for purity and quality. 


.For example, the public has long been familiar with the type of 


chianti produced and bottled by the Swiss-Italian colony at-Asti. 
The label denoted a light, cheap claret of excellent quality and agree- 
ibl'e to the laete, and it moreover stated the place of production. 
/There was no deceit, about the- matter. The wiae- was pure and 
healthful and sold for a California'product. 


Yet Dr. Wiley said it should not be called chianti, and he had his 


:W£Y. Other producers of chianti wine were likewise compelled to 
'take the same off their labels. They w.ere not'even permitted to 
brand .it as wine of the chianti -type .produced in California. 


The Wetmore-Bowen and Smith vineyards in the 'Livermore val- 


'ley produce burgundies,,clarets and sauternes of renown. Their su- 
'jierior quality is recognized here and abroad, and they are sold, under 
jlabels which clearly state their origin. Yet they cannot be desig- 
\nated for what they are. They are clarets, burgundies and eauternes 
produced in California, but because they are .produced In California 
'Dr. Wiley says they have no right to be called by their right names, 
(although no one is deceived in buying and the wine is as pure and 
'^healthful as the best made inJFrance, Germany, Italy and Spain. 


One might as well say that bacon packed in the United States is 


not bacon at all, but should be called something else because bacon 
was first packed in Europe, or that flour made in America from 
'American wheat is not flour, but something else since flour was first 
used as the name for a product of wheat in other countries. The 
parallel might be pursued indefinitely. 


Champagnes are produced in France, Italy, Spain and Germany 


and are admitted here under the designations by which they are 
known in the land of their production. 
But Dr. Wiley says -cham- 


pagnes made in California from the same grapes and in the. same 
way that European champagnes are made must not be designated as 
champagne at all even though the label carries the name of the 
maker and the place of production. According to Dr. Wiley, no such 
thing as champagne, or burgundy, or chianti is produced in the 
United States. 
Every .importer and foreign wine prdducer agrees 


with him. 


Now the best known wines of France are blends. Vast quantities 


of wine are imported into the Bordeaux district from all parts of the 
world—Spain, Italy, Portugal, Germany, South America, South 
Africa and California. This wine is blended and much of it re-ex- 
ported. The blends, simply represent a certain type and quality, and 
the label does not truly 'State the source of production. 
California 


wine may be exported to France—and is—and shipped back to. the 
United States as French claret, burgundy or sauterne. But the same 
wine cannot be put up here and sold under those designations. 


All because Dr. Wiley says nay. 
We bring grape vines from Portugal and Spain, and from the 


grapes grown on them produce wines that look like port and sherry, 
smell like port and sherry, and taste like port and sherry. They are 
port and sherry. But not according to Dr. Wiley, port and sherry 
are only produced in Portugal and Spain. According to his dictum, 
grapes grown in California cannot be made to produce port and 
sherry. Wines of the port and sherry ty.pe cannot even be made 
from them. 


So Dr. Wiley is a great handicap to wine production in this State, 


and correspondingly a good friend to the importer and the foreign 
producer. It is a wonder he is willing to admit that raisins can be 
made from grapes grown in California. 


Dr. Wiley is a chemist—not a legal authority or an expert on 


trademarks, although he assumes to be both—and it is not within his 
prox'ince to determine how products should be labeled. His business 
is to detect frauds, impurities, etc. But he undertakes to construe 
the meaning of statutes and other questions wholly unrelated to 
chemistry and the purity and 'healthfulness of products exposed for 
sale. In the matter of labeling California wines he has interfered in 
a matter entirely out of his province, but the newspaper claque 
which blindly applauds everything he does has been so vociferous 
that Wiley has been permitted to carry his point. Doubtless he 
is sincere and his motives good, but he does not deserve the grati- 
tude'of Californians. In his -eagerness to pursue frauds and impo- 
sitions, in which work he has given valuable service., to the public 
hea'/th and honest trade, he has gone beyond reasonable and justi- 
fiab e limits and invaded a territory not properly his. In doing this 
he has inflicted an injury on the wine-makers of California, 
v .

Passing of William P. Frye. 


With the passing of Hon. William Pitt Frye, disappears 


the last of a group of distinguished men wlio made the little State of 
Maine a power in national politics. From first to last this group took 
a leading part in the politics of the nation for nearly three-quarters 
of a century. In the beginning there were William Pitt Fessenden, 
Hannibal Hamlin, and Justin Morrill. Later on came-James G. 
Elaine, Eugene Hale and William Pitt Frye. Hale is still living, 
but his sun has set. He saw the political revolution coming two 
years iigo and declined to be a candidate for re-election. Frye died 
in harness after serving thirty years in the Senate and ten years 
in the House. With the disappearance of this famous group of 
statesmen, has gone for the "moment the dominance of the Repub- 
lican party in the Pine Tree State. 
. 
, 


It's wonderful what a hold these men had on the confidence 


and affection of 'their constituents. Fessenden, Hamlin and Mor- 
rill were trusted and' re-elected to their dying day. Elaine would 
have sat in the Senate till the day .of his death, had he not resigned 
to become Secretary of State in President Harrison's cabinet. 


.After being-in public life for half a century, Frye passed away, 


still wearing the'Senatorial toga. ?,Hale retired from politics rather 
than risk the danger of closing his long public career with- a defeat. 
Maine which has not had a Democratic Senator since James W. 
Bradbury, who was elected in 1847, finished his term will now be 
represented by two Democrats, neither of them of national repu- 
tation.' 


While not especially brilliant, William P. Frye was a man of 


strong sense, clear mind and sound judgment. He proved him- 
self .a good floor leader and a capable legislator in the House, and 
speedily became one of the directing heads of the Senate.

The passage of the Statehood bill in the Senate places the presi- 


dent under the disagreeable necessity of vetoing the measure or ap- 
proving the recall provision of the Arizona constitution. Not long 
ago the President intimated that he would veto the bill'if the re- 
call provision were not eliminated from Arizona's proposed or- 
ganic law. Should he do so, New Mexico will be kept out of the 
union for the fault of Arizona. This would be unjust in our opin- 
ion. THE TRIBUNE regards the recall, particularly^ as applied 
to the judiciary, as vicious, but it has never contended-'tfiiit the peo« 
pie of a State have no right to adopt it if they se& fit. However, Ari« 
zona can turn round and adopt the recall the moment she gains ad- 
mission to the union,, therefore the objection to admitting her with 
a recall provision in her .constitution is futile. Nor do we ijielieve 
Congress has the right to dictate what provisions shall be em- 
bodied in the constitution .of a State. We hope the President will 
sign the bill.

bitration, more battleships will be need- 
ed. Dr. Jordan says that the nation ,is 
In a state of development in which mat- 
ters of national dispute can be settled 
without battleships and the .exhaustive 
expense of their maintenance. The cost 
of building and maintaining the average 
battleship for one year ds enough to ed- 
ucate 1000 children from Infancy through 
a modern university course.

Dr. Jordan says: 
."I- do not know 
where Admiral Togo gets his facts from 
or on what considerations he bases his 
conclusions, but there is absolutely no 
foundation in reason. There is no fur- 
ther need for war vessels pther than 
perhaps an international fleet. 
. "Admiral Togo and I.are good friends 
regardless of our -wide divergence in our 
views on war. I stand for peace and he 
stands for war. 
I expect to visit. him 
on my trip to Japan and we will discuss 
the matter there. 
"I do not believe that battleships make 
for peace among civilized nations excep 
through 
helping to bring on nationa 
bankruptcy nations having, let us say 
$4,000,000,000 
to 
$8,000,00fl,000 of 
war 


debt ara likely to go slowly. 
"When tha bulk of people^ see that 
war has lost all its primitive meaning 
that no nation can gain by 'war, and 
that the cost of war is now so great thst 
a few weeks or months will .bring a cen» 
tury's bankruptcy, and that each nation 
Is bound to the other by the ties that 
cannot be severed except 
at 
great 
financial loss, the warship craze vrtll
